dia employed a revolver with fatal ef- 
fect. 
Both men lived at the lodging 


house, and each was jealous of the, 
other's attention to the waitress. 


After the fight Laforcia was found 


lyin^ in a pool of blood on the floor, 
still grasping the knife in his hand. He 
was taken to the Central Emergency 
hospital, where It was found that the 
femoral artery had been severed.

morning Smith was found alive in- the 
jail, but his arms had to be amputated.

He also told of an occasion when a 


crowd of drunken, men assaulted him 
and several others in a wagon.

of them drew a gun on him, he said, 
and he placed five men under arrest, 
Two of these got away. The one who 
drew the gun was later sentenced to 
pay a fine of 120 by the court 


John Trolsom, timekeeper, and P. 


McGrath, night watchman, also testified 
to having seen drunken men lying 
about the saloon, and to hava witnessed 
disorderly conduct.

THOMAS, DALTON AND THE CORPORATIONS. 


It is the fourth campaign in which Dalton has tried to make 


himself an anti-corporation issue. He is relying on the axiom that 
if one says a thing often enough the hearers will finally believe 
it. He works the same theory as do the patent medicine advertisers 
—and with the same result; the taxpayers part with their money 
and the County government gets a quack dose in its system. 


It is pretty hard for any outsider to see why any corporation 


should be against Dalton, or for Thomas. 
Thomas is an exceed- 


ingly independent young follow, who has been running his own fight 
according to his own ideas—a clear-headed, vigorous fellow of the 
Roosevelt type, and one whom the vested interests may well view 
with alarm. Except just before elections, Dalton has always been 
a good corporation man. Last election he made an "anti-Contra 
Costa Water Company fight" before the people; but after he was 
elected he was the chief supporter of that Company in its struggle 
to keep out the Bay Counties Water Company. Letters in favor 
of the Contra Costa Water Company were published in THE TRI- 
BUNE over Dalton's signature, from February 10th to March llth, 
1905. 


DALTON GOOD TO SYNDICATE. 


Dalton claims that the Southern Pacific is fighting him, but in 


the same breath he admits that he had that corporation's delega- 
tion in the Republican County convention, scarcely, sixty days ago. 
He says the Realty Syndicate is against him, but he has treated 
that company in the matter of assessments a hundred times better 
than he has treated the ordinary citizen. Dalton's lenient assess- 
ments have saved the Realty Syndicate thousands of dollars every 
year, and it could well afford to contribute to his campaign fund. 
He boasts that he prevented the Syndicate from selling the father 
property to the city, but that property has more than doubled in 
value since the voters rejected it, and the Syndicate might well 
fee Dalton for beating the sale. 


One of Thomas' chief difficulties has been the lack of a news- 


paper to advance his candidacy. The Realty Syndicate has the 
Oakland Herald ready to hand, but with the exception of two 
columns of Thomas matter which his friends paid for, not a word 
has the Herald said for Thomas.

Dalton has taken upon himself the task of nailing lies, but

that assessment even mentioned.

Brokers, hatless and -disheveled, 
have rushed frantically about, fighting 
each other in their efforts to sell, and 
buy. 
Every point of advance meant 
thousands of dollars to them and their 
clients, many of whom pressed close to 
the outside rail of the pit yelling di- 
rections to their agents and cheering 
loudly when 
favorite 
stocks began 
soaring. Clerks have worked all night 
writing up the transactions of the day. 
brokers are worn and haggard, their 
throats 
hoarse 
from frantic yelling 
during trading hours, but they wear 
the smile of great josv for never be- 
fore have they clasped so closely the 
golden hand of prosperity. 


FORTUNES IN TWO WEEKS. 


Fortunes have been made during the 
past two weeks. 
Hundreds of giant 
players 'have 
bought, sold and re- 
bought when they saw the market go- 
Ing still higher, while thousands of lit- 
tle fellows, those who follow the ac- 
tions of the successful speculators, 
have played the cheaper stocks and 
gathered in a harvest of money.

er's camp, but his powers of perspicu- 
ity are limited only to the external ap- 
pearance of things, for when It comes 
to fathoming his charge's real self, 
that Is the inner man, no matter how 
keen a Judge of human nature he may 
be, no matter how clever and accom- 
plished a handler of athletes, an in- 
surmountable barrier presents itself 
and 'he is left gaping and groveling 
in the deepest of tenebrae. 
Every man knows himself 'better 


than anyone else; he Is acquainted 
with his individual likes and dislikes; 
he unerringly knows what Is good for 
him and what Is injurious; therefore, 
for a trainer to formulate certain rules 
and regulations, and assimilate them 
into a form of code, to indiscriminately 
apply 
them, to whomsoever comes 


under his guidance, is both illogical 
and unnatural, and very often works 
more harm than good. 
What is good for one is bad for 


another; what might be a delectable 
dish for my friends, may be nauseous 
to me. 
I have known trainers to 


place an unshakable faith in some 
particular article of food; so strong 
were they In their conviction that it 
always formed the staple portion of 
the training table; what are the ef- 
fects of such a mode of procedure? 
To those who had a predilection 


for the dish, all well and good, but for

Ute Warriors Agree to Tr'ice 


Until President Hears Their 


Chiefs. 


HITS 0. S. IN 


SHERIDAN, Wyo., Nov. S.—A con- 


ference-between the Ute Indians and 
troops Saturday resulted in an agree- 
ment on the part of the Utes to return 
with Colonel Rodgers to Fort Meade, S. 
D., to be taken care of there by the 
government while Chiefs Red Cap and 
Black Whiskers go to Washington to 
talk the matter over with President 
Roosevelt. The Utes will go overland 
with the troops of the Sixth Cavalry. 


The Indians have not been disarmed 


and will not be as long as they make 
no threatening actions. 


This agreement was reached after a 


pow wow lasting over twelve hours. 
Chief Black Whiskers, who was eleva- 
ted to the head of the band a few days 
ago, 
declined to participate in 
the 


conference, but after some persuasion 
he reluctantly agreed to abide by the 
decision of his fellow chiefs. Several 
times during the conference the Indians 
withdrew and started for camp without 
having agreed to anything. They were 
coaxed to return, and when it was seen 
they would never agree to return to 
Utah it was decided to take them to 
Fort Meade and await the President's 
decision. 
The Utes have great faith in Roose- 


velt and call him Mighty Hunter. "He 
no want Utes starve. Know Injun like 
heap big game. He give us good hunt- 
Ing ground." 


Credit for this temporary settlement 


is largely,due to the diplomacy of Col- 
onel Rodgers, whose knowledge of the 
Indian disposition enabled him to han- 
dle them'. 


A messenger arriving with this in- 
formation could not state when the trip 
to Fort Meade would commence, but 
probably not until the arrival of Fort 
Keogh . troops with supplies.

British Press Attacks Activity 


of Delegates at Berlin 


Conference. 


LONDON, November 6.—The activ- 


ity of our delegates at the Berlin Con- 
ference on "wireless "has 'been bitterly 
attacked -by a powerful section of the 
press this -week. They are accused of 
having wasted without compensation 
the advantages of the natural 
lead 


which Tve now possess in our already 
developed system and our territorial 
monopoly of convenient naval stations. 
Even now that the convention is com- 
plete and ready for signature, it is 
hard to say -what foundation these 
charges have, or how far they have 
been dictated by ' partisans interested 
in the privileges of the Marconi Com- 
pany. Reports of the proceedings of 
the conference are 
still 
fragmental 


and such inside condition as has been 
divulged seems to have come almost 
entirely from interested sources, mak- 
ing ,it impossible as yet to disentangle 
any clear summary of results. 
The most controversial point turned 


on the British reservation on clause 3, 
whereby our government claimed to 
exempt such stations, otfier than naval 
or military, as they themselves might 
select, from the operation of the gen- 
eral Anglo compulsory communication. 
This reservation was maintained by 
the British delegates, but subsequently 
•was weakened by private assurances, 
against which the corriere Delia. Sera 
o£ Milan 'bitterly complained. 
This 


journal, which apparently represents 
Marconi influences, prophecizes liti- 
gation between 
the 
British govern- 


ment and the company as to its ex- 
clusive rights. 
The 
Times' 
Berlin correspondent 


tends to support our supposgd conces- 
sions and maintains that our liberality 
will te well repaid in time of war by 
our familiarity with systems in use. 
and that the" govermental control of 
all stations on British .territory will 
secure an immense prepondenance for 
Great Britain in the domain, of wire- 
less.Great Britain -was the chief opponent 
of the proposal by the United States to 
make 
inter-communication 
compul- 


sory between ship and ship which was 
subsequently carried against her by 
the support of Germany and the small 
nations of Europe and South America. 
Canada, who has developed a vast 
Marconi system at the mouth of the 
St. Lawrence, complains very reason- 
ably that she deserves a separate rep- 
resentation at the conference.
